by J. F. Stewart of Co. H.

of Porto Eico, Their Habits and 


Future Possibilities. 


The men's social at the Second 


Presbyterian church last evening was 
well attended, and the program was 
interesting, 
entertaining 
and in- 


structive. 
J. F. Stewart, of Co. II, 


delivered an address on his experi- 
ences and observations in Porto Rico, 
ifter which the audience asked all 
manner of questions, 
which 
were 


answered very promptly. Mr. Stewart 
is a very close observer, and while 
on the island made a very close study 
of the people and their customs. 
"The 
great 
question," 
said Sir. 


Stewart, "that is now being consid- 
ered by the intelligent American is, 
what is the possibility for a good 
American citizenship among the in- 
habitants of Porto Eico? 
Most peo- 


ple are ready to say that the Porto 
Eicans are not naturally intelligent. 
They have in themselves the mater- 
ial to make good citizens. 
They are 


't Pagans. In Guayuma the build- 


ings are nearly all painted and have 
flower gardens. 
In tbe center of the 


city is a large park, where may be 
seen the usual sign, "Keep Off the 
Grass." The drug stores have the 
most conspicuous corners, as they do 
in cities in this country, and the 
familiar signs of "Mother Winslow's 
Soothing 
Syrup," "Warner's Safe 


Cure," "Scott's Emulsion" etc., can 
be seen. The streets are of good 
width and paved with brick and kept 
neat and clean. All this is evidence 
that they are an intelligent people— 
at least that they do not belong to 
the dark ages. They need an [educa- 
tion, however, that must come from 
books. 
They are eager to learn. 


When you step into the store yon 
frequently find the merchant study- 
ing the English language. They have 
a few schools in the cities,[but no pro- 
vision is made for compelling the 
children to attend. 
In the rural dis- 


tricts they have no schools and no 
provision whatever is made for the 
education of the children in the coun- 
try. 
The Porto Rican is always on 


the alert and is very quick to catch 
the American ideas or customs. 
I 


saw in one town a rcstauarnt bearing 
the name "El Maine." An examina- 
tion of the interior, however, would 
rob a hungry man cf his appetite. 
The 
children show 
evidences 
erf 


American patriotism. 
I remember 


an instance that attracted my atten- 
tion—a crowd of fifteen or twenty 
boys, marching through the streets 
of Guayama carrying a small Ameri- 
can Hag and whistling the tune, "A 
Hot Time in the Old Town Tonight." 
All this 1 give as evidence that the 
foundation is there on which to build 
E*ood American citizenship. Sunday 
is the great business day of the week. 
In farming and cultivating the soil 
they, of course, are not up-to-date. 
They plow with the ancient wooden 
plow. 
Coffee grows wild and one can 


see the natives going to the hills 
with baskets to gather it, as our peo- 
ple here gather berries. 
There is a 


great variety of timber, some of it 
growing quite large. The timber is 
mostly camphor gum, the bay tree, 
boxwood, tortuga, lignum vitae, etc. 
The mineral resources are extensive, 
but it seems the Spanish government 
has kept it choked down. As to cloth- 
ing, especially in the rural district, 
it is a matter of indifference, in some 
instances confined to a clay pipe and 
a string of beads. 
You frequently 


meet, however, on the streets in the 
city some neatly dressed gentlemen. 
In Guayama I saw a shoe factory and 
two machine shops. 
They use the 


fine woods for everything. 
Wagon 


wheels and picket fences are made 
out of mahogany. 
In these latitudes 


indolence is characteristic of 
the 


people.1'

There was an air of expectancy 


about the court Louse today over the 
report of the examination committee 
appointed by Judge Milne.r some time 
ago. This committee consists of John 
R. Hughes and Judge F. C. Searl, and 
it was known'that their report would 
be forthcoming this ^afternoon. 
The 


county officials were curious—perhaps 
anxious—to know just what the com- 
mittee would have to say. 


The report was turned over to 


Prosecuting Attorney .Banncn this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock and is a com- 
prehensive review of the work c'f the 
county officials. 
The full text of the 


report will be published Monday. 


The 
examiners 
commend 
the 


county recorder and say they found 
his records are right. There was a 
discrepancy of $1 in his accounts 
which the commitec says was plainly 
a clerical error. 


At the sheriff's office tiiere had 


been a charge of 832, for services, not 
allowed by the statutes. The com- 
mittee said this was due to a misun- 
derstanding and they did not blame 
the sheriff. 
Attention was called to 


a few other instances along this line. 


The board of infirmary directors 


was sccred 
unmercifully. It 
was 


charged they had never made proper 
reports. It was recommended that 
the superintendent should be given 
more authority and held responsible 
accordingly. 


Attention was called to some of 


the 
infirmary bills. For instance, 


one bill was S1S7.14 for whisky and 
tobacco, while the fuel and light bill 
was only $95.70. This was criticised. 


The city board of equalization was 


scored. 
Attention was called to the 


fact that the county board last year 
got S42 for their services, while the 
city board got S867. They claimed 
the city board did not do enough 
work to 
warrant the 
difference. 


They said council should look more 
carefully into this matter. 


The examiners also got after the 


county commissioners and seemed to 
think they were having too good 
a thing. 
Criticism was made of the 


fact that they were getting in too 
many days' service in a year. Their 
services ranged from 207 days up to 
289. 
Comimssioner 
Smith 
bad 


charged the county up with 5,445 
miles, traveled on oilicial business; 
Feurt, 4,320 and Stockbam 1,980. 
These commissioners were certainly 
good travelers. 


The 
treasurer's 
auditor's 
and 


clerk's offices were found in good 
shape, said the committee. They 
had kept ^tlieir books well and ac- 
counts straight. 


The report was signed by~John K. 


Hughes and F. C. Searl.

SPAIN'S LAST HOPE IS GONE, 


As the Americans Arc Instructed to 


Insist on Orijnual Demands. 


EESULT OF A CABINET MEETING-

• Washington, Nov. 20.—Members of 
the cabinet, with the exception of Sec- 
retary Long, were Sn consultation with 
President McKinley at midnight. 


The meeting was called by the presi- 


dent in order that his advisers might 
consider with him 
advices 
received 


from the American peace commission- 
ers at Paris. The advices related to 
counter proposals informally made to 
the American commissioners 
by the 


representatives on the commission of 
the Madrid government. 


Secretary of State Hay, at the con- 


clusion of the meeting, said that the 
president had received some advices 
from Paris that he desired to lay before 
the cabinet and that he had called the 
members together to consider them. 
The nature o£ the advices, Mr. Hay de- 
clined to discuss, as he said that was 
a matter that could not be gone into 
for publication at this time. He added, 
however, that after considering the 
contents of the dispatches, the presi- 
dent had cabled the American com- 
missioners reiterating his former in- 
structions. 


It is asserted that one point, new 


in the negotiations thus far, was raised 
in the dispatches received by the pres- 
ident. It related to a modification of 
the terms of the proposition submitted 
to the Spanish commissioners a few 
days ago by the American commis- 
sioners. That the proposition was not 
accepted was made clear by the pres- 
ident in cabling to the American com- 
missioners a reiteration of his former 
instructions. 
The American commis- 


sioners will insist that the demands of 
the United States as presented to Spain 
a few days ago be considered without 
further modification. 


NOT_KEADY 


Are the Don* to Reuly to Last American 


Memorandum. 


Paris, Nov. 26.—The Spanish peace 


commissioners are 
not 
yet decided 


upon the answer to be given the last 
American memorandum, according to 
Senor Rios, who has submitted to an 
interview. 


"We are considering the matter," he 


said, "in a conciliatory spirit and are 
anxious to re-establish friendly rela- 
tions between the two countries. At 
the same time wo are here to defend 
the interests and honor of Spain." 


In reply to an inquiry as to whether 


there was any truth in the report that 
the Spanish commissioners had de- 
cided to accept the American offer of 
$20,000,000 for the Philippines, Senor 
Montero Rios, shaking his head, said: 
"No, no, the commission has not yet 
decided on its answer.' What our reply 
will be can only bo determined at the 
conference ou Monday, when we wiil 
discuss the matter with the Americans. 
At the same time," he added, in a still 
lower voice, "we will follow the in- 
structions that may be received from 
Madrid."

"Then ths final instructions have not 


yet come?" was asked. 


"Ah, but we are approaching a con- 


fidential matter," said Senor Rios, in- 
nocently. "Everything connected with 
both commissions is a secret."
